Touching wires can cause a 
short circuit, which could damage the receiver.

Connecting a Dolby Digital LD Player 


Connect a Dolby Digital LD player's AC-3 RF output to 

an RF demodulator, such as the Kenwood DEM-9991D 
(sold separately). Connect the RF demodulator’s digital 
output to the VIDEO 2 Dolby Digital/PCM input accord- 
ing to the diagram on the right. 


Connect the LD player's video and 2-channel 
analog outputs to the corresponding VIDEO 2 
inputs as shown in the diagram in STEP 6 - 
Connecting Video Components. 


NOTE: Do not connect the LD player’s AC-3 RF 
output directly to the receiver.
